DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

In the instant case, the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process. For example, the method of forming the silicon 
island comprises the steps of: depositing a silicon layer to fill a trench pattern, exposing 
sidewalls of the trench pattern by etching gaps in the silicon layer; and forming dielectric 
spacers by filling the gaps with an oxide iayer. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
